APPOINIMENT OF JUDICIAL COMMISSION ON BACTERIOLOGICAL HOMENCLATUEE 

"At the Third International Congress ‘of ‘Mhcreneiley: held in New York City in 
September, 1939, a series of recommendations of the Permanent. International Commit- 
teés on Bacteriological Nomenclature were accepted at the plenary : session of the 
Congress. The third and fourth recommendations were: 


"That the Nomenclature Committee, as at present constituted, shall con- 
tinue to function under the auspices of the International Association of 
Microbiologists as it did under the International Society for Microbiology. 
‘ "That the International Committee shall select from its membership a 
Judicial Commission consisting of twelve members, exclusive of members ex 
officio, and. shall designate a Chairman from the membership of the 
Commission. The two Permanent Secretaries of the International Committee 
on Bacteriological Nomenclature shall be members ex officio of the Judicial 
Commission. The Commissioners shall serve in three classes of four commis- 
sioners each for nine years, so that one class of four Commissioners shall 
retire at every International Congress. In case of the’ resignation or death 
of any Commissioner, his place shall be filled for “the unexpired term by the 
International Committee at its next meeting. 


"By prompt actedt at, and subsequent to the Congress, ballots were cast in spite 
of war conditions by 26 of the 62 members of the Permanent Committee on Nomenclature. 
These ballots when examined by the undersigned joint Secretaries of the Permanent 
Committee in November 1942 were. found to have resulted in’the selection of the per- 
sons whose names appear below.. These are grouped in the three classes specified by 
the Permanent Committee, those receiving the highest number of votes being placed in 
the nine year class, those receiving the next’ highest in the six year class, etc. 
Names in the classes are arranged alphabetically. . 

Bhected for nine years: (term normally expires. in 1948), R.. E. Buchanan 
(U.S.A.), I. x Kluyver (The Netherlands), E.G. D. Murray (Canada), S. Orla-Jensen 
(Denmark) ; be for six years: (term normally expires‘in-™ 1945), J. Howard Brown 
(U.S.A.), A. Prévot vee , J. Ramsbottom (Great Britain), Th. Thjdtta (Norway); 
Elected for three years: (term “normally would have expired in 1942), A. Iwoff 
(France), R. Renaux Belgium), A. Sordelli (Argentine) , C, Stapp (Germany) . 

"It has been decided to make this announcement in the hope that some plan for 
taking tentative action on questions of nomenclature. can be developed by those mem- 
bers of the Commission who can be reached under war conditions. 

~ “While no provision was ‘made. in 1939 for the contingencies that have arisen, it 
is felt that those elected should serve until successors are elected. Professor R. & 
Buchanan has been asked to act as Chairman pro tem of the Judicial Commission as 
there is no possibility of securing an election “under the rules as adopted."--R, St.

BOOK REVIEWS 


FUNDAMENTALS OF IMMUNOLOGY. W. C. Boyd. Interscience Publishers, Inc., New York 
(1943) pages. $5.50 

"Doctor Boyd in his preface to 'Fundamentals of Immunology' indicates that the 
chief emphasis of this book is on serology, '. .. if by that we understand the 
science which studies the fundamental mechanism of immunological reactions and their 
theoretical foundations.' The reviewer has nothing but praise for the manner in 
which this chief purpose of the book has been accomplished. It is very timely to 
have such an excellent gathering of pertinent information dealing with the funda- 
mentals of antigen specificity, antibodies and a critical discussion of the nature of 
antigen-antibody reactions. The various antigen-antibody reactions are also 
adequately discussed from the point of view of immunological and physical factors 
affecting the reactions. 

"The author has deviated from the worn pattern of immunology textbooks in 
several respects. He has deliberately omitted immunological history with its many 
polysyllabic terms and involved hypotheses, many of which have no value in presenting 
the subject in its more modern fashion. 

"In suggesting that resistance and immunity are basically related, Boyd took an 
all too small step in the right direction. In fact, the whole growp of so-called 
non-specific defense mechanisms is not adequately developed or even well outlined. 
This major adverse criticism should be seriously considered before accepting this 
book as a textbook for medical students, as suggested by Boyd. The medical student 
using this book would have an excellent understanding of the fundamentals underlying 
antigen-antibody reactions and their application to medicine. However, he might not 
appreciate such defense mechanisms as body ccvorings, fascial layers, tears, saliva, 

nasal, pancreatic and prostatic secretions, lymph and blood flow, inflammation, and 
fibrin deposition, all of which are important in the every day conflicts of parasites 
and host. 

"Por a well rounded discussion of ‘eiunhaiaes much more attention should be 


i. given to the important subject of phagocytosis. On the other hand, tissue immunity 
‘is given too much attention too early in the book. Much of the mystery would 
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disappear if this subject were more critically discussed after the topics of phago- 
cytosis, inflammation and other related tissue reactions had been adequately pre- 
sented. 

"The reviewer uttulice that this contribution of Doctor Boyd is an excellent 
textbook of chemo-immunology but only a fair text of immunology, not to be 
recommended for medical students, but essential to teachers of bacteriology or bio- 
chemistry, advanced students in these fields, and investigators in all fields using 
immunological or serological methods .' '.-.W. J. Nungester 


IMMUNOLOGY. N. P. Sherwood. C. V. Mosby Company, St. Louis (1941). Second edition. 
639 pages. $6.50 
"The first edition of this book appeared in 1935. There has been some revision 
in the second edition, and chapters on the reticulo-endothelial system and on 
reactions following the injection of serum have been added. In a journalistic 
fashion the author covers all items which he regards as having news value in a 
straightforward manner without opinionated statements; he heads every paragraph with 
a headline; he summarizes frequently; he avoids profound complexities. The result is 
an informative book. .It may disturb unguided students because of the extent and 
variety of catalogued factual information; that is, Bruck's nitric acid-reaction for 
syphilis gets five lines and Eagle's test only four. The author has chésen to pre- 
sent a glossary of information in which there are packed many ideas and suggestions 
rather than lengthy discussions of principles. The student has a card index in 
which he can find direct statements about: nearly everything. If he is undecided 
about its significance, and if the coverage is necessarily less complete than he de- 
sires, there are numerous references most of which are recent and are in English, and 
the titles are given so that they can be used intelligently. 
"There are 192 pages before the formal discussion of antigens and antibodies. 
‘ There are 113 pages on hypersensitivity. The balance-between immunology and serology 
is noteworthy. The author none that reactions between antigens and antibodies, 
serology, have to do with immunology, but does not insist that serology and — 
immunology be synonymous.".~—M. S. Marshall 


MANUAL OF VETERINARY BACTERIOLOGY. R. A. Kelser and H. W. Schoening. Williams and 
Wilkins Company, Baltimore (194%). Fourth edition. 730 pages. $6.50 

"A fourth edition of Kelser's 'Manual" is welcomed by teachers and others inter- 
ested in bacteriology in its relation to diseases of animals. In the preface the 
senior author, Brigadier General, U.S.A., Veterinary Corps, explains that his war- 
time activities have made it necessary to call for help in this revision. He is 
correct in stating that he was fortunate in inducing Dr. Harry W. Schoening, Chief of 
the Pathological Division, Bureau of Animal Industry, U.S.D.A., to undertake the 
revision. The usual license is taken with the word bacteriology in the title to make 
it include a consideration of the. protozoa and even hematology. This is fortunate. 
The text adheres rather closely to matters of interest to veterinary science. The 
terminology of Bergey's Manual, 5th Ed., 1939, is followed. The reviewer should not 
make Kelser's excellent text a whipping post for the debatable question of whether a 
book for students of bacteriology--or any other science, I suppose,—-should deal 
exclusively with laboratory procedures on the one hand or a discussion of the subject 
matter on the other. The 'Manual of Veterinary Bacteriology' answers the question 
admirably for those willing to tolerate a consideration of. both approaches between 
the same covers. The authors have done a good job of bringing’ down to date a work 
that has already won just recognition and acclaim. There will be those who question 
the selection of references on some of the subjects. This is unavoidable. A per- 
fectly balanced consideration of the various: diseases and other subjects such as milk 
and water is another matter on which disagreement is easy. This book should serve 
well all veterinary students who have had a limited’ background in general bacter- 
tology. It will be gound very useful and dependable by students of medicine in 
general and others who have occasion to refer to authoritative source material on 
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veterinary bacteriology. We can be sure that future editions of Kelser's 'Manual' | 
will be maintained at a high standard of excellence through the alliance with Dr. 
Schoening. Needless to say, the publishers have put their best workmanship into this 
volume. It is remarkably compact, yet clear and substantial."~—Ward Giltner 


SEROLOGY IN SYPHILIS CONTROL. R. L. Kahn. Williams and Wilkins Company, Baltimore 
(1942) 206 pages. $3.00 

"This book of fourteen chapters does not deal with the technic of performance of 
serodiagnostic tests for syphilis but rather with the principles of serology for the 
detection and control of syphilis. - 

"The two outstanding chapters of the text are on sensitivity and specificity and 
the author deserves much credit for the clear and comprehensive discussion of the two 
subjects that form the foundation of the serodiagnostic tests. 

"All physicians and others interested in the control of syphilis should read 
this book. Many points which have confused the man in clinical practice will be 
cleared up, and injustice to large numbers of individuals will be prevented.

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IN MEMORIAM 


Isaac McKinney Lewis 


1878 — 1943 


"Isaac McKinney Lewis, Professor of Bacteriology in the University of Texas died 
of a heart attack in Austin on March 12, 1943. He had suffered an attack in the 
summer of 1941, but had apparently fully recovered, although he had curtailed his 
normal activity. 

"Dr. Lewis was born near Rensselaer, Indiana on September 21, 1878. He attended 
the Indiana State Normal School between 1897 and 1904, his work there being inter- 
rupted by illness and by the necessity of earning his exwenses. In 1904 he entered 
the Uciversity of Indiana, from which he received the B. A. in 1906, the M. A. in 
1907, and the Ph. PD. in 1909. During 1905-09 ho was instructor in botany in Now 
Hampshire State College and assistant botarist in the experiment station. In 1909 he § 
came to the University of Texas as instructor in botany and to initiate work in 
bacteriology. In 1914-19 he was a cuctain in the Sanitary Corps, U.S. Army, 
stationed at the Yaie Army Laboratory School as instructor in bacteriology. He held § 
the University Research Frofecsorshiy in 1975-39. 

"Dr, Lewis was a member of Sigma Xi and of a number of professional societies. 
He was vice president of the _Aner}can Microscorical Society in 1932 and a member of 
the Council of the Society of American Bacteriologists for 1940~1942, He was the 
organizer of the Texas Branch of the Society and was serving his second term as its 
president at the time of his death. 

"As a man Dr.” Lewis had the capacity of inspiring friendship and loyalty among 
his associates and students. He was unselfish, modest almost to the point of shynes 
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and had a lively sense of humor and a ready wit. As a teacher he was superb. His 
lectures were invariably well organized, well presented and interesting. In produc- 
tive scholarship he was painstaking and tireless. He preferred to work alone, even 
to the point that he did most of the preparation of materials and reagents himself. 
His major interest was in the field of cytology. At the time of his death he was en- 
gaged in the preparation of the manuscript for a book on the bacterial cell.

"Dr. Trask, Associate Professor of Pediatrics at the Yale University School of 


Medicine, was the third of a distinguished medical line, the first Dr. James D. Trask 


his grandfather, having been County Physician of Westchester County and Professor of 


' Obstetrics in the Long Island College Hospital, and the second Dr.- James D. Trask, 


his father, having been distinguished as a practitioner of medicine and surgery in 


‘ Long Island City. He graduated at Cornell University Medical College in 1917 and 


served during the World War in 1918 and 1919. He was associated with Dr. Francis G. 
Plake at the Rockefeller Institute for Medical. Research from 1920. to-1921. In the 
latter year he came with Dr. Blake to the Yale School of Medicine, and in 1925 trans- 
ferred from the Department of Medicine to the Department of Pediatrics. 

Dr. Trask's researches on the virus of measles, on scarlet fever, rheumatic 
fever, and other streptococcal diseases and on poliomyelitis have been among the mosi 
distinguished American contributions in this field. He developed at New Haven a 
Children's Infectious Disease Service and a laboratory for Clinical mpertoreer 
which have been described as ‘unique in university pediatric clinics 

"In 1941 Dr. Trask was appointed a member of tvo Army commissions dealing 
respectively with hemolytic streptococcus infection and.with neurotropic virus 
disease. It was in. connection with the work of the first ‘of: these commissions that 
he contracted an acute iilness which proved fatal within forty-eight hours, so that 
he was definitely a war cacualty. 

"Dr. Trask's contributions to the etiology of diséase ‘have earned him a permaner 
place in the history of American Medicine. His earnestness, his honesty, his sense « 
humor, his gallant spirit, hits” loyalty and -his deep: as a 
memory with all who knew him.Man0, A, Winslow
